The 87-year-old Winder mansion, once-famous Anda­ 
lusia show place, was destroyed last night by a $100,000 
fire that swept through all 30 rooms of the four story 
building. 
The fire started around 9 p.m. and spread rapidly

whose car was hit by Ellis’. 
However, a civil court jury ab­ 
solved Elder of any responsibility 
and placed the entire $6000 com­ 
pensation on Ellis. 
The accident nappened about IO 
p.m. shortly after Ellis and Phil­ 
lips left the 
Fair Oaks tavern, 
which 
Ellis then owned, for a 
•'business trip” to Bristol. 
Ellis wras driving a new Lincoln 
convertible owned by Mrs. Helen 
Greenberg. It was destroyed.
